But a write-in winner is ap­ 
parently the only way to keep him 
off and it is hard to win a state-wide

candidates seeking write-in votes 
for the office. 
Tom Lorance and Sam Houston 
are the two lawyers trying to win a 
write-in campaign. While Houston 
has the easier name to remember, 
which is an asset in a write-in 
campaign, we feel that Lorance is 
probably the better choice. Un­ 
fortunately, the two men are likely 
to split the votes of those who take 
the time to write in a candidate and 
Yarbrough is likely to come out on 
top.
